THE following Act of the Indian Legislature reeeived the assent of the Gove 
General on the Joth March 1924, and is hereby promulgated for general information :— 


ACT No. VI or 1924. 
An Act lo consolidate the law relating to Criminal Tribes, 


WHEREAS it is expedient to consolidate the law relating to 
criminal tribes; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 


Preliminary.” 


Short title and 1. (J) This Act may be called the Criminal Tribes Aet, See. 1, Act 
extent.

Presidency town or the town of Rangoon, any officer appointed °f 1928. 
by the Local Government to perform the duties of a Superin- 
tendent of Police under this Act.

8. If the Local Government bas reason to believe that any 
tribe, gang or class of persona, or any part of a tribe, gang or 
class, is addicted to the systematic commission of non-bailable 
offences, it may, by notification in the local official Gazette, 
declare that such tribe, gang or class or, us the case may be, 
that such part of the tribe, gang or class is a criminal tribe for 
the purposes of this Act, h 


Registration of Members of Criminal Tribes. 


4. The Local Government may direct the District 
Magistrate to make or to cause to be made a register of the 
inf Ibers of any criminal tribe, or part of a criminal tribe, 
within his district. 


5. Upon receiving such direction, the District Magistrate 
shell publish notice in the prescribed manner at tho place 
where the register is fo be made and át such other places as he 
may think fit, calling upon all the members of the criminal 
tribe or part, as the case may be,— 


(a) to appear at a time and place therein specified before 
a person appointed by him in this behalf ; 

(b) to give to thut person such information as may be 
necessary to enable him to make the register; and 

(c) to allow their finger-impressions to be recorded ; 


Provided that the District Magistrate may exempt any 
member from registration and may cancel any such exemption. 


6. The rogister, when made, shall be placed in the keeping 
of the Superintendent of Police, whoshall, from time to time, 
rev ort to the District Magistrate any alterations which ought in 
hì, opinion to be made therein, either by way of addition or 
erasure. 


7. (1) After the register has been placed in the keeping 
of the Superintendent of Police, no person's name shall be 
added to the register, and no registration shall be cancelled, 
except by, or under an order in writing of, the District 
Magistrate. 

(2) Before the name of any person is added to tho register 
under this section, the Magistrate shall give notice in the 
prescribed manner to the person concerned— 


(a) to appear before him or an authority appointed by him 
in this behalf at a time and place therein specified ; 

(b) to give to him or such authority such information as 
may be NGGON to enable the entry to be made; 
and 

(c) to allow his finger-impressions to be recorded. 


8. Any person deeming himself aggrieved by any entry 
made, or proposed to be made, in such register.either when the 
register is first made or subsequently, may complain to the 
District Magistrate against such entry, and the Mapistrate shall 
retain such person’s name on the register, or enter it therein or 
erase it therefrom, as he may think fit. 


9. The District Magistrate or any officer ompowered by 
him in this behalf may at any time order the finger-impressions 
of any registered member of a criminal tribe to be taken. 


10. The Local Government may, by notification in the 
local official Gazette, issue in respect of any criminal tribe 
either or both of the following directions, namely, .that every 
registered member thereof shall, in the prescribed manner, 


(a) report himself at fixed intervals ; 

(>) notify his place of residence and any change or intend- 
ed change of residence, and any absence or intended 
absence from his residence.

Provided that no such order shall be made unless the 
necessity for making it has been established to the satisfaction 
of the Local Government, after an inquiry held by such 
apthority and in such manner as may be prescribed.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, BENGAL. 


Third and Finai Forecast of the Spring Ollseed Crops of Bengal, 1923-24. 


(NoTE.—Onu an average of the five vears ending 1921-22, the area under finseed in Bengal has represented 
some 524 per cent, and that under rape and mustard 155 per cent. of the total areas under these crops 
iu British Iudia.) 


Character of the season.— As indicated in preceding forecasts, the weather wog 
gen erally favourable at the outset, but subsequently the crop was damaged by a long 
spell of drought which considerably reduced the outturn in many districts. On the 
whole the season has been an unfavourable one. 


Acreage.— The total area under these crops (excepting sesamum fur which separate 
forecasts are issued) is returned at 832,500 acres this year as against 905,400 acres last 
year. 


Outturn.— From tho District Officer's estimates, the provincial outturn of the different 
liseed crops works out at 72 per cent. of the normal as against 78 per cent. last year. 

Taking 53 maunds as the normal rate of yield per acre for linseed, 6 maunds for 
rape and mustard and 4; mannd for other oilseeds, the total vield for the Province is 
estimated at 137,800 tons this year as against 153,400 tons last year.
